For example, it is noted the specification as originally 
filed lacks support for the means for relaying, monitoring and adjusting (21 , 25) being in the form requiring a physical wire or line 
connection in the manner illustrated. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to applicant's argument that none of 
the prior art references teach a quartz window applicant's attention is directed to Groff et al which states that "Quartz windows are most 
often employed, but the radiative heat loss and cooling requirements can be large for even a moderate-size window". With regard to 
applicant's position that there is no suggestion in the prior art that burning natural gas will produce emission in the sodium D line, the 
examiner maintains that, for the purpose of permitting optical monitoring and observation of the furnace flame in the spectral radiance 
emissions at 589.0 nm and 589.6 nm, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's 
invention to modify the US005249954 (Allen et al) to include optical filtering means in the wavelength of sodium only, in view of the 
teaching of US004616137 (Goff et al.), such as in a furnace operating with a carbon containing fuel source (i.e. - natural gas), noting that 
applicant discloses that it is known natural gas itself contains trace amounts of sodium. 
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
